NEW MADRID — More than 
100 farm ers attending the 27th 
annual Soils and Crops

ference,

building Monday heard the lat­ 
est on insect control, irrigation, 
and new crop varieties, 
Everett Leier, Gideon, was 
elected chairman, succeeding 
W. M. Fortner, Tallapossa. 
Neal Ross, Catron, was picked 
as chairman; Fred Stroud, Mat­ 
thews, secretary, and Aubra 
W rather, Portageville, regis­ 
tra r. 
The morning session was in 
charge of John Garrett, Port­ 
ageville, area soils agent, and 
Flernoy Jones, Portageville, 
area entomology agent. 
Garrett said that 
soybeans 
had become a cinderalla crop, 
and by increasing yields 
it 
could well become the major 
crop. 
“ Anyone 
can 
increase his 
yield 
10 bushels or more per 
acre, through weed control, as 
well as through use of fer­ 
tilizers. 
“ The average of 25 bushels 
per acre for soybeans on the 
160,000 acres in New Madrid 
county, can be raised. It costs 
$1.74 per bushel to raise 25 
bushels per acre, while It costs 


but $1.20 per bushel to raise 
45 bushels per acre. There­ 
fore the greater profit 
lies 
in increased production.” 
Jones spoke on combating in­ 
sects in corn and soybeans. He 
said that many complaints have 
been received on the stink bug 
and that it can be controlled. 
Of corn borer control Jones 
said that it is still our worst 
enemy, the European and the 
Southwestern borers. 
“ We can control the European 
borer, because it appears 
in 
the top of the ear but the South­ 
western borer comes in from 
the roots and ground level.” 
“ Control of the borers will 
take time. 
“ Farm ers should plant early 
and at nearly the same time, 
to control the Southwestern bor­ 
er. There are highly developed 
chemicals for use in fighting 
the pest. 
“ There are four generations 
of European borers. Treat the 
plants when you get 10 per cent 
pollen sheds and then treat them 
ten days later.” 
Panel discussions on increas­ 
ing soybean and corn produc­ 
tion 
were led by Clyde Scott 
of Sikeston, and Bert Latham 
of Canalou. 
Scott said that irrigation had 


increased soybean yield from 25 
to 45 bushels per acre, and on 
one 40 acre field he received 
57 bushels per acre, and as 
much 
as 127 bushels of corn. 
* ‘I find it cheaper to buy wells 
than pipe,” said Scott. 
“ Later planted beans proved 
the best. This year I watered 
them three times and the irriga­ 
tion cost was my gasoline cost 
of $3.75.” 
Afternoon speakers included 
Joe 
Scott, Portageville crop 
specialist, who discussed new 
crop varieties and cyst nemo- 
tode resistant varieties. 
He 
made recommendations on use 
of chemicals. 
Herbert Morgan, of the pest 
control branch, extension cen­ 
ter in Sikeston, said that the 
quarantine area for cyst nema­ 
tode had 
been enlarged south 
to Arkansas line, to Stoddard 
county, and into parts of Bol­

counties. 
He discussed the need for the 
quarantine to help move farm 
products in normal channels 
without a market price penalty. 
He told of new crop varieties,

President Lyndon B. Johnson’s State of Union 
speech will be a disappointment to many Ameri­ 
cans simply because he couldn’t offer more 
concrete hope for prospects for ending the war 
in Viet Nam. He should not be blamed for this. 
In the foreign policy field, the address was 
nevertheless a masterpiece. 
The American people should rally behind him 
and give him their support. He is doing his 
best in a difficult situation. He is determined 
not to surrender in Viet Nam. 
On the domestic front, his address was con­ 
troversial and has many flaws. 
His aggressiveness in behalf of the Great 
Society program was surprising in view of 
predictions that this session of Congress could 
rest in their exertions from the tremendous 
production of the last one. 
His argument in behalf of repeal of section 
14b, the right to work provision, of the Taft- 
Hartley law was weak and misleading. 
He said that the states, which have a right- 
to-work law on their books, should have the 
opportunity to join the ranks of those who don’t. 
This implies that 
a state operating without a 
right-to-work law is a paradise. That’s not true. 
The 31 states should have the opportunity to 
join those states which have a right-to-wrork 
law'. 
The last Congress came to this sensible con­ 
clusion in refusing to deny the states this 
privilege. 
His efforts to halt air and stream pollution 
will be supported by every thoughtful American. 
His proposal to level the burgeoning slums of 
metropolitan centers and to replace them with 
modern structures with federal funds is an 
ambitious one.

The rude 
awakening comes when he pays his taxes.

A cease fire on expansion of the Great Society 
program would be almost as welcome as cessa­ 
tion of hostilities with honor in Viet Nam. 


Time is needed to perfect the maze of Great 
Society legislation passed in the last session.

The M issouri Highway Pa­ 
trol reports that over the past 
three years 108 people 
have 
been killed in ru ral traffic ac­ 
cidents involving a motor ve­ 
hicle with a train. Over IOO 
other people have received in­ 
juries from this type of ac­ 
cident. 
In 1963, 40 people were killed 
at railroad crossings in rural 
M issouri. Thirty-four people 
lost their lives in both 1964 
and 1965 
in railroad grade 
crossing accidents. 
Colonel E. L (Mike) Hocka- 
day, Superintendent of the Pa­ 
trol, pointed out that railroad 
and traffic officials are jointly 
responsible 
for 
protecting 
grade crossings. Railroads re­ 
quire their trainm en to give 
an audible warning of their ap­ 
proach. In addition to the round­ 
shaped approach signs and white 
crossbuck, heavily used grade 
crossings 
are 
protected by 
gates, flashing lights, bells or 
watchmen. 
The 
Patrol 
Superintendent 
added that in spite of these 
safety devices, m otorists either 
fail to notice these warnings or 
deliberately ignore them and 
almost always end up second 


best in an encounter with a train. 
“ Continued failure ofthe driv­ 
ing public to accept individual 
responsibility 
for 
personal 
safety at highway railroad grade 
crossings is a prim ary cause 
for this type of accident,” de­ 
clared Colonel Hockaday. “ The 
m otorist often ignores the dan­ 
gers at grade crossings because 
he feels that nothing can happen 
to him at such locations. He 
makes thousands of safe cro ss­ 
ings without a close call or 
without ever seeing a train. 
Then the day comes when he 
reaches a crossing at the sam e 
time as a train, and he becomes 
a statistic. 
“ This 
is a good time for 
m otorists to check their driv­ 
ing habits at grade crossings. 
A basic rule for survival at 
these intersections is to always 
watch 
for the round advance 
railroad warning sign w herever 
you drive. When you see it, slow 
down and be prepared to stop if 
a train is approaching,” the 
Colonel concluded.

In recent testim ony before a 
Congressional 
Committee 
that’s looking into the way our 
drugs are being regulated, an 
official of the federal govern­ 
m ent’s Food & Drug Adm inis­ 
tration made some alarm ing 
statem ents 
that concern all 
A m ericans. 
R eferring to the 
influence of public opinion he 
said: “ We (FDA) seek to make 
decisions about drugs solely on 
the basis of scientific consider­ 
ations. 
But, 
over a period 
of tim e the direction of Gov­ 
ernm ent’s 
decisions will in­ 
evitably be influenced by public 
reaction. 
The public has de­ 
veloped a growing interest in 
drug m atters. The public is 
making judgments. 
“ The judgments of society are 
not necessarily consistent with 
scientific 
facts. 
Neither are 
they always logical. They can 
be, and som etim es are, arb i­ 
tra ry . Even so, 
neither 
the 
executive nor 
the legislative 
branches of the 
government 
can long ignore 
them. If 
it 
should become theoverw helm - 
ing 
public view 
that society 
should drastically lim it 
the 
risk no m atter how much good 
a drug can do, 
then we would 
be forced to remove from the 
m arket many drugs whose good 
far outweighs 
their harm .” 
The crux of this statem ent is 
that 
the 
federal government 
may be basing its decision upon 
public opinion, 
however a rb i­ 


trary or illogical that may be. 
In our dem ocratic system , we 
must be able to trust our federal 
regulatory agencies. The staffs 
of these agencies should have 
<nowledge far beyond that of the

public 
to help them 
make decisions on important is ­ 
sues. The FDA’s apparent w ill­ 
ingness, however 
reluctantly, 
to accept the idea of removing 
from the m arket drugs “ whose 
good far outweighs their harm ” 
is a m atter of grave concern.

President Lyndon B. Johnson’s State of Union 
speech will be a disappointment to many Ameri­ 
cans simply because he couldn’t offer more 
concrete hope for prospects for ending the war 
in Viet Nam. He should not be blamed for this. 
In the foreign policy field, the address was 
nevertheless a masterpiece. 
The American people should rally behind him 
and give him their support. He is doing his 
best in a difficult situation. He is determined 
not to surrender in Viet Nam. 
On the domestic front, his address was con­ 
troversial and has many flaws. 
His aggressiveness in behalf of the Great 
Society program was surprising in view of 
predictions that this session of Congress could 
rest in their exertions from the tremendous 
production of the last one. 
His argument in l)ehalf of repeal of section 
14b, the right to work provision, of the Taft- 
Hartley law was weak and misleading. 
He said that the states, which have a right- 
to-work law on their books, should have the 
opportunity to join the ranks of those who don’t. 
This implies that 
a state operating without a 
right-to-work law' is a paradise. That’s not true. 
The 31 states should have the opportunity to 
join those states which have a right-to-work 
law. 
The last Congress came to this sensible con- 
: elusion in refusing to deny the states this 
privilege. 
His efforts to halt air and stream pollution 
w ill be supported by every thoughtful American. 
His proposal to level the burgeoning slums of 
metropolitan centers and to replace them with 
modern structures with federal funds is an 
. ambitious one. 
The question remains whether the cities, the 
r states or both couldn’t finance these improve­ 
ments and if they cannot whether now is the 
time to embark on another heavily expensive 
federal spending program. 
Members of the House of Representatives 
should not be elected to serve four-year terms 
as the President suggests. This is contrary 
to the tradition and the history of the develop­ 
ment of our form of government. 
House members stand election every two 
years because the framers of the constitution 
wanted them to be responsive to the will of 
the people. 
Senators were given longer terms because they 
were to be a deliberative body and more 
immune to the immediate pressures of cam­ 
paigning. 
The arrangement has served the country well. 
It should not be changed. 
If the President wants more income he should 
ask for an increase in the federal income tax. 
The excise taxes should not be restored on new 
cars and telephone calls. They were only 
recently taken off although they were imposed 
as World War II measures. 
Increasing the withholding tax of individuals 
and corporations is sensible. They have been 
set too low because of political considerations. 
This deludes the taxpayer into thinking that his 
taxes are cheaper than they are. The rude 
awakening comes when he pays his taxes. 
The present arrangement is stupid. 
A cease fire on expansion of the Great Society 
program would be almost as welcome as cessa­ 
tion of hostilities with honor in Viet Nam. 


Time is needed to perfect the maze of Great 
Society legislation passed in the last session. 
Unfortunately President Johnson doesn’t see it 
that way and is determined to finance a war in 
Viet Nam, whose costs grow daily, and an 
expanding domestic social welfare program, 
whose costs also are mounting rapidly. 
On to these costs the President would heap 
more and more domestic programs, which we 
don’t like a damn bit.

The Exchange magazine reports that a decade 
ago, when the nation’s population was about 
165 million, Disposable Personal Income (which 
is personal income less federal, state and 
local taxes) amounted to $1,661 per person.

According to the $70,000-a-year AFL-CIO 
president, no importance whould be attached 
to either (I) the right of the individual citizen 
to earn a livelihood without paying tribute 
to labor union czars or (2) the right of the 
people and their state legislatures to outlaw 
compulsory unionism by adopting Right To 
Work laws. 
George Meany argued recently in a letter to 
all editors that these aforementioned rights 
are inferior to the “right” of the union hierarchy 
to force the U.S. Senate to repeal Section 14(b) 
of the Taft-Hartley Act and thereby legalize 
compulsory unionism throughout the country. 
His demand for an immediate Senate vote on 
his radical and self-serving repeal bill cannot 
obscure the fact that just three months ago the 
Senate voted twice on this issue in response 
to the agitation of labor union professionals. 
On October 8 the senators voted 94-0 against * 
Majority Leader Mansfield’s tabling motion. 
On October ll an ill-fated attempt to choke 
off debate was supported by the votes of only 
45 of 92 senators who were present and voting. 
The latter vote was especially galling to Mr. 
Meany because it belied his earlier published 
statements to the effect that a Senate majority 
wished to end debate. 
The AFL-CIO president’s seeming preoccupa­ 
tion with the “right to vote” principle is rank 
hypocrisy. He did not champion the “right to 
vote” when his underlings waged a two-year 
court battle in an effort to block a vote of the 
people of Oklahoma on a Right To Work proposal. 
Oklahoma is only one of more than 20 states 
in which Mr. Meany’s subordinates have endeav­ 
ored to stifle the “right to vote” by resorting 
to obstructionism, harassment, physical attacks 
and intimidation. 
Mr. Meany is now demanding that Congress 
override the votes of the people who adopted 
Right To Work laws by state referenda. 
He and his cohorts are trying to kill Section 
14(b) because its repeal would automatically 
impose union membership on 250,000 working 
men and wfomen who are shielded from com­ 
pulsory unionism by 19 state Right To Work 
laws. The capture of 250,000 involuntary mem­ 
bers would produce a minimum of $15 million 
annually for labor union coffers. 
The current caterwauling of Mr. Meany reminds 
us of the sage observation by Abe Martin, the 
Hoosier philosopher: 
“When a feller says, ‘It hain’t te’ money but 
the principle o* th* thing*—it’s th* money.”

Retailers who classify all promotion as ad­ 
vertising could profit from the example of 
leading trade stamp companies. 
Although trade stamps seem to be established 
as a feature of American retailing, the stamp 
cannot and should not replace regular item 
advertising. In fact, the trade stamp companies 
are themselves major newspaper advertisers. 
One trade stamp company has spent thousands 
of dollars publicizing the fact that stamps are 
no substitute for advertising. 
The company 
claims that widespread usage of the stamps 
result in more advertising. 
“Neither the consumer nor the retailer pays 
for trade stamps. Increased sales, derived from 
competitors and new consumers, more than pay 
the cost of stamps. The stamps are a form of 
discount given on the consumer level. 
“Advertising still pre-sells customers. Trade 
stamps, like products and services, gives the 
retailer an additional feature to advertise,” 
an official of the stamp company claims. 
So long as housewives demand stamps with 
their purchases they will be given by retailers. 
But the retailer retains the responsibility of 
advertising his goods and services—including 
his policy on trade stamps.

In 1963, 40 people were killed 
at railroad crossings in rural 
Missouri. Thirty-four people 
lost their lives in both 1964 
and 1965 
in railroad grade 
crossing accidents. 
Colonel E. L (Mike) Hocka. 
day, Superintendent of the Pa­ 
trol, pointed out that railroad 
and traffic officials are jointly 
responsible 
for 
protecting 
grade crossings. Railroads re­ 
quire their trainmen to give 
an audible warning of their ap­ 
proach. In addition to the round­ 
shaped approach signs and white 
crossbuck, heavily used grade 
crossings 
are 
protected by 
gates, flashing lights, bells or 
watchmen. 
The 
Patrol 
Superintendent 
added that in spite of these 
safety devices, motorists either 
fail to notice these warnings or 
deliberately ignore them and 
almost always end up second 


best in an encounter with a train. 
"Continued failure of the driv­ 
ing public to accept individual 
responsibility 
for 
personal 
safety at highway railroad grade 
crossings is a primary cause 
for this type of accident," de­ 
clared Colonel Hockaday. "The 
motorist often ignores the dan­ 
gers at grade crossings because 
he feels that nothing can happen 
to him at such locations. He 
makes thousands of safe cross­ 
ings without a close call or 
without ever seeing a train. 
Then the day comes when he 
reaches a crossing at the same 
time as a train, and he becomes 
a statistic. 
"This is a good time for 
motorists to check their driv­ 
ing habits at grade crossings. 
A basic rule for survival at 
these intersections is to always 
watch 
for the round advance 
railroad warning sign wherever 
you drive. When you see it, slow 
down and be prepared to stop lf 
a train is approaching,1 
Colonel concluded.

PRESCRIPTION 
FOR DISASTER 
In recent testimony before a 
Congressional 
Committee 
that’s looking into the way our 
drugs are being regulated, an 
official of the federal govern­ 
ment’s Food & Drug Adminis­ 
tration made some alarming 
statements 
that concern all 
Americans. Referring to the 
Influence of public opinion he 
said; "We (FDA) seek to make 
decisions about drugs solely on 
the basis of scientific consider­ 
ations. 
But, over a period 
of time the direction of Gov­ 
ernment’s 
decisions will in­ 
evitably be influenced by public 
reaction. 
The public has de­ 
veloped a growing interest in 
drug matters. The public is 
making judgments. 
"The judgments of society are 
not necessarily consistent with 
scientific facts. 
Neither are 
they always logical. They can 
be, and sometimes are, arbi­ 
trary. Even so, neither the 
executive nor 
the legislative 
branches of the 
government 
can long ignore 
them. If it 
should become theoverwhelm- 
ing public view that society 
should drastically limit 
the 
risk no matter how much good 
a drug can do, then we would 
be forced to remove from the 
market many drugs whose good 
far outweighs 
their harm.*’ 
The crux of this statement is 
that 
the federal government 
may be basing its decision upon 
public opinion, 
however arbi­ 


trary or illogical that may be. 
In our democratic system, we 
must be able to trust our federal 
regulatory agencies. The staffs 
of these agencies should have 
Knowledge far beyond that of the 
general 
public to help them 
make decisions on important is­ 
sues. The FDA's apparent will­ 
ingness, however 
reluctantly, 
to accept the idea of removing 
from the market drugs "whose 
good far outweighs their harm " 
is a matter of grave concern. 
Carried to its logical conclu­ 
sion, 
we could on this basis 
lose penicillin, insulin 
and 
countless 
other 
lifesaving 
drugs. All potent 
medicines 
have serious side effects for 
some people. If we are to base 
medical decisions on the feel­ 
ings of the public at large, the 
progress of medicine and the 
health of the nation will be 
placed in serious 
jeopardy. 
Similar 
concern was 
ex­ 
pressed 
to the same Con­ 
gressional Committee by an 
executive 
of the 
American 
Pharmaceutical 
Association. 
He warned that "the hysteria 
of the moment about drug safety 
could develop into an unwritten 
protocol * of indecisions 
and 
delay" on FDA approval of new 
drugs.

UNNECESSARY 
AND WASTEFUL 
The Research Director of the 
Council of State Chambers of 
Commerce has analyzed three 
spending proposals 
for public 
electric power projects in bud­ 
get requests now pending before 
Congress -- and found 
them 
"completely unnecessary and 
wasteful". 
Moreover, these 
proposals have led the Coun­ 
cil 
to question the "stern 
priorities" which the Adminis­ 
tration claims to have applied 
to its budget. 
The three projects vary great­ 
ly in size — one is for $180,- 
000, 
the second 
for $16,- 
434,000, 
and the 
third is of 
major dimensions, 
with an 
estimated cost of $132,000,000. 
But cost considerations aside, 
the 
Director 
found 
four 
characteristics common 
to 
them all: I. each is an electric 
power transmission facility; 2. 
each is intended to replace pri­ 
vate company electric service 
with federal service; 2, each 
would duplicate existing private 
company facilities with federal 
facilities; 
and 4. each would 
waste 
economic 
resources 
through higher 
cost power 
transmission than is available 
through private sources. 
Take, 
as an example, the 
largest of 
these projects — 
which, incidentally, 
was re­ 
jected by Congress last year. 
It consists of a high voltage 
line to run 500 miles from a 
* government dam in Oregon to a 
point in Southeastern Idaho.The 
magnitude of the waste 
is 
underscored by the fact that 
two local power companies have 
agreed to wheel government 
power for $89 million less in 
20 years than would be involved 
in the new federal line. 
In the Director's opinion,these 
projects are inspired by "the 
zeal of bureaucrats 
for ex­ 
panding their em pires." They 
are part of the endless drive 
for more socialized power — 
which undermines 
private in­ 
vestment, deprives government 
at all levels of the huge taxes 
private enterprise pays when it 
does the work, and, on top of 
that, is usually taxpayer sub­ 
sidized. An important part of 
Congress’ 
Job is to weed out 
such needless wastes when it 
considers the budget.

Only clue is the fact 
that Lud’s charming assistant, 
Kathleen Lucey, has a brother, 
Charles Emmett Lucey, who is 
a lobbyist tor the bankers.

PILOT SALE HELD FOR 
NEW STATE 'ID* CARDS 
The recent pilot sale 
of 
state identification 
cards in 
Fulton by the Liquor Control 
Department is being analyzed 
for causes and rem edies of any 
problem s, before the new iden­ 
tification cards will be avail­ 
able to people throughout the 
state. 
The purpose of the 
cards, 
according to Glennon M orran's 
departm ent, “ is to establish 
age legality promptly and 
ac­ 
curately.” In a sense, such a 
card will let a liquor seller or 
bartender “ off the hook,'' if, 
in good faith, he sells liquor 
to a young • appearing person 
who displays a state card. 
The pilot sale will also de­ 
term ine whether it might 
be 
feasible to 
hire people just 
for the purpose of taking appli­ 
cations and running the cam era 
equipment. Because of the birth 
credentials required, it might 
be necessary for an agent to 
be on 
hand to decide ques­ 
tionable cases. A roving crew 
from the department is another 
possibility. 
The application 
procedure 
sta rts like this: A M issouri- 
born applicant brings his birth 
certificate and a money order 
to the Department of Revenue 
for $1.50, (the cost of the card) 
— the Department will not ac­ 
cept checks or cash) 
to the 
processing point. Processing 
will probably be done at the 
County Courthouse, Police De­ 
partm ent, D istrict Liquor Con­ 
trol office (there are six in the 
state) or Sheriff's office. 
Next, a typist will fill out an 
application while two photos 
of the person are taken sim ul­ 
taneously by a special Polaroid- 
equipped cam era. The form s, 
photos and money order then are 
sent to Jefferson City, where 
the birth certificate is checked 
out for validity with the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics. 
The Department hopes to have 
the lam inated card, which has 
a number of state seal designs 
em bossed on its face, back to 
the applicant within three days. 
Problem s were anticipated in 
the case of applicants who were 
born out of state or out of the 
country. Such applicants must 
bring not only the $1.50 money

PILOT SALE HELD FOR 
NEW STATE 'ID* CARDS 
The recent pilot sale 
of 
state identification 
cards in 
Fulton by the Liquor Control 
Department is being analyzed 
for causes and remedies of any 
problems, before the new iden­ 
tification cards will be avail­ 
able to people throughout the 
state. 
The purpose of the 
cards, 
according to (Lennon M orran's 
department, "is to establish 
age legality promptly and ac­ 
curately.” In a sense, such a 
card will let a liquor seller or 
bartender "off the hook,” if, 
in good faith, he sells liquor 
to a young - appearing person 
who displays a state card. 
The pilot sale will also de­ 
termine whether it might 
be 
feasible to 
hire people just 
for the purpose of taking appli­ 
cations and running the camera 
equipment. Because of the birth 
credentials required, it might 
be necessary for an agent to 
be on 
hand to decide ques­ 
tionable cases. A roving crew 
from the department is another 
possibility. 
The application 
procedure 
starts like this: A Missouri- 
born applicant brings his birth 
certificate and a money order 
to the Department of Revenue 
for $1.50, (tile cost of the card) 
— the Department will not ac* 
cept checks or cash) 
to the 
processing point. Processing 
will probably be done at the 
County Courthouse, Police De­ 
partment, District Liquor Con­ 
trol office (there are six in the 
state) or Sheriff's office. 
Next, a typist will fill out an 
application while two photos 
of the person are taken simul­ 
taneously by a special Polaroid- 
equipped cam era. The form s, 
photos and money order then are 
sent to Jefferson City, where 
the birth certificate is checked 
out for validity with the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics. 
The Department hopes to have 
the laminated card, which has 
a number of state seal designs 
embossed on its toce, back to 
the applicant within three days. 
Problems were anticipated in 
the case of applicants who were 
born out of state or out of the 
country. Such applicants must 
bring not only the $1*50 money 
order for the card, but also an­ 
other money order made out to 
the Department of Health of 
their home state for a birth

(AP) — Seven thousand more 
U-S. fighting men poured into 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
today 
to 
strengthen Saigon's defenses 
against guerrilla attack and to 
put more muscle in the Marine 
beachhead on the central coast. 
Although the Viet Cong forces 
avoided major action in ad­ 
vance of the lunar New Y’ear 
celebrations later tills week, 
guerrilla bands harassed gov­ 
ernment 
positions, 
exploded 
mines, tossed grenades and am­ 
bushed militia platoons. An or­ 
phanage was hit in one attack, 
apparently by mistake. 
Political 
infighting 
among 
South Viet Nam's military lead­ 
ers again raised fears of trouble 
for the seven-month<old govern­ 
ment of Premier Nguyen Cao 
Ky. He was reported to have 
told a battalion of army troops 
at Saigon airport Monday that 
**5 to 50** generals were seeking 
to overturn his regime. 
Rumors of an impending coup 
swept Saigon over the weekend 
during the visit of Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk. Most of the 
country's top military leaders 
were In Saigon at the time. The 
rum ors subsided later. 
The new American arrivals 
were 4,000 inflmtrymen of the 
UJ5, 25th Division’s 2nd Brigade 
from Hawaii and 3,000 Marines 
from Okinawa. TYiey brought 
total American troop strength in 
South Viet Nam to 191,000 men. 
A UJS. spokesman announced 
earlier that 4,500 Marines had 
landed but later said he had 
counted one battalion twice. 
The Viet Cong before dawn 
fired mortars at a U n m ilitary 
compound In Quang Ngai City, 
325 miles northeast of Saigon. 
The shells fell into a nearby or­ 
phanage and a Vietnamese reg­ 
imental headquarters. 
Five 
children and three Vietnamese 
civilian 
caretakers 
at the 
orphanage were wounded. 
None of the 200 Americans 
was hurt, but an unofficial re­ 
port said two Vietnamese sol­ 
diers were killed and 14 were 
wounded. 
Other 
Communist m ortars 
caused light casualties at the 
government outpost of An Lo, 
on north-south Highway I near 
the northern frontier 8 miles 
from the old imperial capital of 
Hue. 
The Viet Cong exacted their 
heaviest toll in the past 24 hours 


by ambushing two platoons of 
government militiamen on road- 
clearing work 16 miles south of 
Saigon Monday afternoon.

KENNETT — Dr. E. L. Spence, 
well-known physician and land 
owner, died Sunday at Dunklin 
County Memorial hospital fol­ 
lowing a heart attack Saturday. 
Services were conducted at the 
F irst Baptist Church of Ken­ 
nett at 3;30 p.m. Tuesday with 
the Rev. W. E. Martin officiat­ 
ing. Burial was In Oak Ridge 
cemetery. Lentz Funeral Home 
was In charge. 
Dr. Spence, who would have 
been 78 this coming March 25, 
had been active In his profes­ 
sion as an eye, ear, nose and 
throat specialist up to the time 
he suffered the heart attack. 
After teaching school 
and 
serving as superintendent 
of 
Cardwell schools, he decided 
to study medicine and went to 
Tulane University at New Or­ 
leans, La., whejre he graduated 
from the school of medicine. 
Following his 
internship he 
taught in the school of medi­ 
cine at the University of Mis­ 
souri. 
He left Missouri University 
to become pathologist at the 
State Hospital in Fulton. Dur­ 
ing World War I he volunteered 
for service and was commis­ 
sioned a first lieutenant and 
stationed at St. Elizabeth's Hos­ 
pital in Washington, D. C. 
At the close of the war, Dr. 
Spence became medical direc­ 
tor of Central Louisiana Hos­ 
pital. Later he returned to Ken­ 
nett to become director of the 
Dunklin County health depart­ 
ment. During this time 
he 
served as president of the Mis­ 
souri 
Public Health Associa­ 
tion. 
From 1929-1931 the physician 
specialized in the study of eye, 
ear, nose and throat division 
of Baltimore Hospital. Later he 
became chief of the eye, ear, 
nose and throat department of 
the Plainview, Tex. Hospital. 
When his father died, 
Dr. 
Spence returned to Kennett to 
open an office here in 1934 to 
practice as an eye, ear, nose 
and throat specialist. 
During the past 25 years the 
physician has held various of­ 
fices in the MissouriState Med­ 
ical Association and served 22 
years as secretary and seven 
years as chairman of the Dunk­ 
lin County Medical Society. 
Dr. Spence was appointed as 
one of the original members 
from Missouri on the Tennes- 
see-M lssouri Bridge Commis­ 
sion by Gov. Forrest Smith in 
1949. For five years he served 


as chairman of the commis­ 
sion.
